Tonight,  the  Wenatchee  Wild  (11-7-0-1,  4th  Place  Interior  Div.)  meet  the  West  Kelowna  Warriors  (13-8-0-0,  3rd  Place, 
Interior  Div.)  in  the  second  of  six  scheduled  meetings  this  season. 

HEAD  TO  HEAD:  This  evening  is  the  sixth  meeting  all-time  between  these  two  clubs.  The  Wild  are  2-3-0  all-time  against 
the  Warriors,  and  1-1-0  at  Town  Toyota  Center.  Their  last  meeting  was  a  4-2  road  win  for  the  Wild  on  Oct.  13,  2017. 

WHO  TO  WATCH  FOR:  Forward  Jasper  Weatherby  (15g,  9a)  leads  the  Wild  in  points  (24),  followed  closely  by 
Defenseman  Cooper  Zech  (5g,  17a).  Goalie  Austin  Park  is  6-3-0  with  a  3.19  Goals  Against  Average,  and  a  Save 
Percentage  of  .871.  West  Kelowna's  Jared  Marino  (6g,  11a)  provides  scoring  punch,  with  defenseman  Michael  Ryan  (lg, 
14a)  right  behind.  Cole  Demers  in  net  is  7-2-0  with  a  2.31  GAA  and  a  .931  save  pet. 

SPECIAL  TEAMS:  The  Wild  are  26/115  (22.6%,  3rd)  on  the  power  play  this  season,  while  West  Kelowna  is  20/108  (18.5%, 
8th).  The  Wild  are  60/71  on  the  penalty  kill  (84.5%,  5th),  and  the  Warriors  have  killed  off  83  of  96  (86.5%,  2nd). 

LAST  GAME:  The  Wild  were  outgunned  in  a  7-5  loss  at  Trail  on  Wednesday  night,  Nov.l,  and  had  the  weekend  off  after 
Friday's  Powell  River  game  was  postponed.  The  Warriors  are  coming  off  a  5-2  Wednesday  night  home  win  over  Salmon 
Arm,  and  are  2-4-0  in  their  last  six  games. 

MOVING  ON:  The  Wild  face  Prince  George  at  home  tomorrow  night  to  close  out  the  short  two  game  homestand.  The 
Warriors  are  off  tomorrow,  then  get  Prince  George  at  home  on  Sunday  afternoon  at  2:30  pm.
